Grounds 
to be made in purſuance thereof; but he, the, and they, ſhall be fo far bound 
by this Act, as to accept the ſeveral Allotments and Appointments, which 
ſhall be allotted and aſſigned, by virtue of this Act, in lieu of all ſuch Lands, 
Grounds, and Common Right, as be, ſhe, or they, ſhall claim or be in- 
titled to, or would have been intitled to in caſe this Act had not been made: 
And all and every ſuch other Perſon or Perſons, Bodies Politic or Corporate, 
his, her, and their Heirs, Executors, Adminiſtrators, or Succeſſors, ſhall be 
intitled to recover ſuch Lands and Grounds, Allotments and Appointments, 
to be allotted and aſfigned in lieu as aforeſaid, and no other, as fully as 
he, ſhe, or they, would have been intitled to have recovered the Lands, 
Grounds, and Common Right, in lieu of which ſuch Allotments and Ap- 
pointments ſhall be aſſigned and allotted as aforeſaid,
